“The blonde with the amazing walk", said most of the fen magazines in 
the early 1950's, as Mari lyn Monroe made film history, Her tragic ` 34e 
story is gist for a movie itself, The little girl that was orphaned in 
her middle teens by her parents, who lived with inlaws and then eventually 
was married to a young Jim Daugherty for four years, Her first marriage 
ended in divorce, only after the facts are now known that she was left 
alone by a husband that worked in a aircraft plant and then was drafted 
leaving her to herself. Turning to modeling, to keep busy and to keep 
active, She won the beauty title at the plant where her husband worked, 
and where she eventually worked in an area that drove her home at night 
smelling like the smelly glue that she worked with each 10-hour day. 

When Marilyn's husband was leaving the service, her modeling career 
was in high gear, The final Christmas she and her husband spent together 
was interrupted by a modeling date that ghe attended against the wishes 
of her huaband, That was the beginning of her hurtling career to stardom, 
and her end to her marriage. 

Marilyn soon found her famous calendar pose everywhere, including 
Hugh Hefner's first PLAYBOY magazine in December of 1953. This magazine 
sells for up to $200 among collectors. The nude shot with a bright red 
background shows that Marilyn was star material for the upcoming films in 
her future, 

Although she was a bit of a trouble to work with, so said the stars and 
directors and producers who screamed that production hold-up due to her 
tantrums would cost them thousands each day that was lost, overall respect 
for her was widely known among those in the industry and she was loved and 
respected even by Clark Gabie when be and Marilyn made their last movie, "The 
Misfits" in 1960, starred together, As Gable would say.."She's some kids" 

Soon she was linked with playwright Arthur Miller in 1956, after a year 
of marriage and divorce with baseball star Joe Di Maggio. Miller visited her 
on the gets of movies in production. Breaking her leg while in production of 
"River of No Return" with Robert Mitchum in 1954, she did scenes sitting and 
won the applause of everyone at BOth-Fox as indication that she was becoming 
more mature and more of a pro, Her career was in high gear, only a few spats 
With the Studio kept her name in the newspapers other than her real love 
affairs with Den in and out of the film industry s 

Divorced from Miller in 1961, she died in her sleep, an apparent suicide, 
August 5th, 1962, Friends said She was seemingly bright anå filled with fun 
some days, and others, dispondent and sad, Her death was å suprise to 
everyone, especially co-star Dean Martin with whom she had alredy done Some 
scenes for in "Something's Got to Give", the famous swimming pool shots that 

re now famous, and that shows her perhaps as more attractive than at any 
time of her career, Shedding pounds, Mari lym ts curves were delightful and 
the double chin had dissapeared that was so evident in those close-ups. 

We have on purpose, not displayed stills from her films that are certainly 
well known to all of you, But, we Would like to mention the films that we 
like and thought Marilym did so well in her brief l4-year movie-star span. 

Her debut in "Dangerous Years" and "Scutta Ho-Scutta Hey" for Fox in 
1948 was small parts. Very small, Dancing in the chorus of "Iadies of the 
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Chorus" for Columbia 1948 and with Harpo Marx in "love Happy" of 1949 United | 
Artists release(see a still on back cover of HeroHobby #7-1966)and the dancing 
again with Arn Baxter in "A Ticket To Tomahawk" 20th-1950 started her on the 
movie star road, Iouis Gelhezmnt young girl friend in "Asphalt Jungle" (MCM-1950) 
made the fans and critics set up and pay attention to this new blonde, "All 
About Eve"with an all-star cast for 20th-1250, proved here she could hold her 

own with top stars in the same scene, "Right Cross" for MGM-1950, and with 
Miekey Rooney in "Fireball" for £0th-1950, with Mickey as a rollerderby star, 
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had her stardom coming into it's own with "Hometown Story"MGM-1951, "As Young 

As You Feel"20th-1951 with David Wayne, a ruming part with Jack Paar in "Love 
Nest" 20th-1951, "Let's Make It Legal" 20th-1951 with Claudette Colbert, and 

on loan-out to RKO for "Clash By Night" 1952, "We're Not Married" back at Fox, 

& "Don't Bother To Knock" with Richard Widmark for Fox and some comedy with 

Cary Grant for Fox in 1952 also, with a host of stars in the Fox “O'Henry's 

Full House" rounded out a busy year at the studio that rewrote her contract at 
five times it's worth after her "Asphalt Jungle" performance, and laughed at her 
in 1955, when she saidshe was going to make films on her own from there on oute 

"Niagara" in color, wide screen with Joseph Cotton, was MM in all her best 
of a sex role, 20th-1953, A big production, a momey-maker, Good enough to be put 
into “Gentlemen Prefer Blondes" with Jane Russell in bright color, big budget, 
and also the same year, topping it with “How To Marry A Millionaire" for 20th. 
co-starring in the super musical with Betty Grable, Lauren Bacall. 

Now, she was rolling. With Bob Mitchum ih "River Of No Return" 20th-1954, 

a big film, big budget. The big-big "There's No Business Like Show Business" of 
that year co-starring Ethel Merman,Dan Deiley,Donald 0'Connoz by today's film 
Standards looks gawdy and too bold of sets as 20th---could do. (It is still my 
own estimation, the good musicals were made only by MGM and now and then the 
Crosby-Hope features, ‚by Paramount.) 

"Seven Year Itch" directed by one of her favorite's,Billy Wilder, co-starre 
Tom Kwell for 20th-1955 had her famous skirt blowing still all over Times Square 
and the nation, in all the mjor magazines and still a famous pin-up, 

Then, Marilyn left Hollywood, Opened her own production company, The film 
eapitol laughed and the fans thought she had something in mind when she told the 
old studio bosses at Fox to call her when they had something really good again 
for her to do, until then, she would be forming her own company in New Yorke 

Suddenly, she announced she had signed Sir Lawerence Oliver to co-star with 
her in her first owned produetion, and fifteen months after leaving, she returned 
to the west coast with a new husband, Pulitzer Prize winner Miller, a big new 
bonus from Fox who called her to do the "Bus Stop" broadway film remake of 1956 
for them. At this time her marriage to Miller lasted 5 years, She became serious 
with her roles and up until her divorce and death her films were tops» 

Critics and fans said Marilyn slimmed down, radiant, and truly beautiful in 
her sexy roles. Her produetion for Warner Brothers release "Prince and the 
Showgirl" with Oliver 1957, the now-classic "Some Like It Hot" with Jack Lemmon, 
Tony Curtis, Joe E,Brown UA-1959, everyone said was acting at it's best on her 
part, Her glamouw, her acting, her all around performances were now top-notch, 
Even though television was hurting the movie-industry now, Marilyn's films were 
still making good money, “Let's Make Love" with Yevetes Montand 20th-1960 and 
the final United Artists 1961 "The Misfits" got her the big role in the color 
production with Dean Martin at 20th. which was in production, "Something's Got To 
Give" being directed by George Cukor at the time of her death. The truly last

It may be a bit cliche in saying this tough~luck kid mado iton grin and grit, 
but very few have it as tough as Norma Jean had it. 

Mother a helpless invalid, father killed in automobile accident, mother å 
woman who suffers a nervous pe after her husband and lover runs away, and 
then here she is,.ealone, Marilyn,,,9 maniae living next door, tries to kill her 
as a baby, at six, she is attacked and molested by a close friend of the family 
where she is staying with one of twelve indigent families she was to board with, 
Then receiving 5g a month and all she could eat, If she could get it...at an

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start off the page, Then, I wondered why, Because Paul Stadelman's name can and will 
stand by itself for years to come,..in the wld of showbusiness and especially the 
Special people who talk to themselves, ventriloquists, 

Paul's pal, Windy Higgins, was "born" 25 years ago, Carved by Charlie Mack, 
who made Charlie McCarthy for Edgar Bergen, the wooden head was made back in 1913, 
actually before Charlie was carved, Working with a number of vent-dolls, Paul had 
probably made as big a hit with Freddie the Friendly Bear as any of them, ‘This was 
a different act, suitable for any occasion, 

Paul and"Windy' ran a ventriloquist school for all ages in Chicago, In our #15 
Holiday issue, Paul ran a two page ad with us offering superb lessons in vent-work 
on tapes, Explaining how to make those sounds of sawing through a board, a squeky 
hinge on a door, airplane overhead, baby crying, gets bottle,drinks milk, man down- 
staires, comes up staires while talking, and so many other ereations that are just 
amazing, the tapes moved well and are still doing it. Other tapes with the NBC-TV 
interview on Monitor Show, other tapes stating that one should never use a figure 
with a physical defect, character voices, manipulation of the figure, pronouncing 
those tough letters, V and F and B, Paul knew all about it and was a professional 
in every sense, trying to teach others. 

He had written a complete study in a book, on the art of ventriloquist, Danny 
O'Day's owner, Jimmy Nelson, and Edgar Bergén sent personal letters to Paul saying 
the book was the finest on the market, Paul's ventroliquist school in Chicago was 
Using all the Ideas, and experiences in that book, 

In December of last year, Paul wrote me about his Vent-O-Rama award given him 
in a suprise moment at Abbott's yearly Get-Together that year. His Merv Griffith 
Show, prompted me to write him for more information up to date for a feature-story 
in HeroHobby mag, But, Paul Stadelman died of cancer, two months ago. He was 71.

LONDIE by Chic Young is still going strong in the comic-strips After 
mme all these years how many remember the Blondie series from the Columbia 
studios in the 1940's, And so to radio came the program starring Penny 
Singleton from the movie series as Blomdie and Arthur Lake as Dagwood, also 
from the film role, On NBC, we heard Dagwood's antics with Mr eDithers 
played perfectly by Hanley Stafford, also Baby Snook's Daddy, and four 
Alexander-Baby Dumplings, and four players of the role of Cookie, Arthur Q,Bryan 
was heard as "Fuddle*, the neighbor, then later, Harry Lang played the role, It was 
interesting to know that Herb Woodley, the comic~strip neighbor more widely known, 
was not heard as often in the radio~script as Fuddle, Frank Nelson was Woodley. 
Announeer's were Bill goodwin, and Howard Petrie, Producer Don Bernard had the 
help of Director Eddie Pola and writer Johnny Greene, 

Do you remember the programs when Mr,Dithers askes Dagwood to go ahead and 
Sleep on the job, but his dreams were to produce a winner of the upcoming ` 
boat race? How about the time Dagwood and Blondie are figuring out their Chri stmas 
lists and find it tough to buy gifts that year, (A good plot for many shows.) And - 
the new guy that will be going to work at the Di. ther's Construction Company and 
Dagwood is going to help him out...in escaping work, A plot that was used not too 
long ago in a Sunday comic-strip. "Uh-uh-uh-uh---don't touch that dial. ,lt's time 
to listen to",,.and then Arthur Lake would come in and say... "Blondieeeoceji" At 
the last, three other stars played the Blóndie role, Alice White, Pat Van Cleve and 
even Ann Rutherford, But, we liked Pemy and Arthur together best. ‘hey couldn't 
kid us.s.everyone else was imposters, They were weally Blondie and Dagwood$ 

The BURNS & ALLEN Show was an adult show, The kids were a bit young to really 
understand the scripts. Although Clarence Nash (Disney's Donald Duck) was heard as 
a clever Herman, the pet duck, and Mel Blano(the voice of Bugs Bunny ,Porky Pig, etc.) 
was heard as the "The Happy Postman", most of the characters from "Waldo" played by 
Dick Grenna to "Mrs.Billingsley" done by Margaret Brayton, were written in a ary- 
wit slant, or a play on words by George or Gracie for the comedy payoff, Paul 
Henning, Keith Fowler, Aaron J, Ruben were just three of the writers on the show, 
However, the "Love Nest" themesong from the NBC program lingers on, but, those 
shows do not, Now only after listening, in my adult years, do I understand and 
appreciate what the cast and directors Ralph Levy and later Ed Gardner were trying 
to do with it all, Again I state....only the adults, perhaps the past 35 groupe 
appreciated it all, including the music of Ray Noble, Paul Whiteman and songs by 
Jimmie Gash and later Dick Foran, Announcers were Harry Von Zell, Jimmy Wallington 

RED SKELTON on Tuesday nights followed Fibber McGee and Bob Hope and was a lot 
of fun, With all of the Skelton characters, Deadeye ‚Junior, the Mean-Widdle-Kid, 
Willy Iump-Lump,J.Newton Numbskull,Bolivar Shagnasty,Olem Kaddlehopper. Harriet 
Hillard played Junior's Mommy, before marrying bandleader from the show, Ozzie 
Nelson, Ge Ge Pearson did many roles, Iurene Tuttle took over after Harriet left, 
Verna Felton was a wonderful “Junior's Grandmother",and at last it was David Rose 
the musical director who wrote many original-now-famous musical interludes/themes, 
John Holbrook, Truman Bradley,Rod O'Connor and Pat MoGeehan, were the announcerse 

And what can we gay about the CHASE & SANBORN HOUR starring Charlie MeCarthy 
end Edgar Bergen, exopet it was a top-rated show, lots of fun on Sunday night and 
starred Gharlie,Mortimer Snerd,Effie Klinker, Don Are che ,W.0.Fields,Frances Lang- 
ford(The Bickersons),Pat Patrick(Ersel Twing)many top guest stars, The coffee Co,

radio when he changed from the mild-mannered newspaper man into the super-hero, 
Kirk did the serial gustice in the 1948 adaptation co-starring Noel Neill. 
Directors Spencer Bennet with the help of Thomas Carr showed us the first part 
of the Supprman story when the baby-wonder had to come to earth via spaceship 
Since his planet Krypton was being destroyed, The "Atom Man" serial with Iyle 
Talbot as an egg-headed man, of destruction, was pretty good too, Kirk Alyn was 
starred as Superman and Noell Neill again was co-starred, along with Tomy Bonde 
And again, Spencer Bennet directed for Columbia in this 1950 chapter-play. 

The "Atom Man vs. Superman" was a play on up-to-date 1950's stuff now that 
the atom-bomb had arrived, It was a little fantastic to have Superman flying 
around without something new, since some new miracles had arrived on the scene 
for real-life, Television, movies sent through the air to home boxes, And radio 
in the 1950's certain to set aside for television, the new entertainmekt, To try 
and be different...the serial made a play on soientifio-know-how, Soon after, the 
serials started coming out with titles like “Captain Video" 1951-001, , "Flying 
Dise Man from Mars"-1951-Republie, to "Radar lien from the Moon"-Republie-1952, 
and the "Canadian Moutnies vs, Atomio Invaders" Republic-1953 with Bill Henry, 

But, in 1946, there was still a lot of good stuff being given us on the 
weekends at our little movie palace, “The Crimson Ghost" was from Republio-1946 
and starred Linda Stirling, the girl of many cliff-hangers, and Clayton Moore, 
he of the black mask and white horse later on the IV series,  Co-starring was 
Charles Quigley and I.Stanford Jolley, . 

This was one of those serials with lots of action, suspense, drama here and 
there, and as usual from Republic, a good one of many, Even a masked killer that 
seemed to be the chef ingredient of those early serials, 

We know that the serials, many of them, have been sold now to tolevision 
ina feature-length blinding-blurr of haekneyed-editing, that is making them 
nothing like we remember then, Yes, some were bad, and many of those serials 
were great, and still are. This is just two shown here that wersmember, There 
Were others, many of them, and in future issues will be time and space to look 
at then again. 

I have a strange dream that keeps coming back to me from time to time. I 
am downtown Olarksburg,W,Va,, and on this certain street in the heart of this 
eity in West Virginia, I am going up to a theatre boxoffice where I had spent 
many a 7g as a kid to watch such serials as these on wekends, On the same program 
is a Charles Starrett western and a "B" type comedy.
